ABUNDANT LIVING IH THE A6E OF THE TREE 

At present the world’s soils and water could grow enough plant foods to feed the 
human population adequately. They do not at present, argues author Kathleen 
Jannaway, not because of an exploding human population but by the profligate 
feeding habits of the rich and by the animals they breed unnecessarily to satisfy 
their desire for meat and milk. This rearing of animals she calls the Second 
Population Explosion (in Britain, two-thirds of annual home-grown cereals— 
enough to satiate 250m people a year— is given to livestock, which even then has 
to be supplemented with soya beans from India, wheat from Ethiopia). 

Jannaway argues closely for a solution (to present ecological devastation, 
drought, famine, flood and soil erosion) in the form of self-reliant autonomous 
villages in a tree-based and vegan culture. Trees, properly selected, planted and 
nurtured can supply enough food, clothing, shelter and energy— Abundant 
Living no less. This excellent little pamphlet mixes statistics and analysis, a 
political ecology and a compassionate optimism. [B]

The Rainbow Bridge. Monthly magazine for bisexuals. #33 is the Spring Special 
(one of their bumper quarterly issues). A real smart little mag this and i was well 
pleased to get it ’cos i’d not heard of it before. Quite a few regular features i think, 
eg BiNews— news from Britain and the world, and Mediawatch by the “witch 
ofthe east” which exposes lots of biphobia in both the straight and gay media. 
Also a well written letters section, news on the 12th National Bisexual Conference, 
some very pertinent points about the change in the age of consent, an interview 
with Kate Feamley (famous bisexual?), listings and small ads. Articles are on a 
variety of themes; a reprint from a german gay newspaper about one person’s 
difficulties in managing their bisexual lifestyle; how and why to set up a housing 
co-op for bisexual and bi friendly people; and a great humorous piece on the 
“Kama Mundra”: impossible sexual positions for bisexuals— much in the style 
of Frank Key who is one of my fave writers— well done Dave Stone.

The zine’s content is the mix of fictional and factional mass murder, bodily 
violation and torture taken out of the war zone and set loose on the domestic front 
that has fuelled American psychodrama and its fans since, well, since I can 
remember learning to read. The only difference here seems to be that the morbid 
delirium is recycled through a hardcore comics sensibility. In other words, it 
skulks on the other side of town from the Taxi Drivers, the Brett Easton Ellises, 
the Gary Gilmorons, even the cinema Transgressives, because comics are still not 
a part of official culture. There’s a Comic Code in America, dedicated to stamping 
this sort of thing out. The good news is that, amongst all the mannered, grungy 
death-lust, there’s some excellent art by Steven Cerio, and some even by Mike 
Diana. Worth checking out the latter because, since conviction, part of his 
sentence is that Mike should not be allowed to draw for the next three years! [SE]

The Foreign and Security Policy Implications ofthe Treaty on European Union. 
This pamphlet examines in detail the continuing and intensifying militarization 
ofthe “European ideal” as embodied in the Maastricht Treaty; focusing on the 
Common Foreign and Security Policy, an area around which a deafening silence 
reigns in political debate, the media, or anywhere else. Rai convincingly 
demonstrates that the provisions and structures of the Union function both to 
reduce the influence of‘moderate’ states, and to remove political decision making 
even further from even token parliamentary ‘democratic’ accountability. He 
covers: the history of political union, restrictions on national veto, the Western

There is no basis in history or in logic 
or in the text ofthe Treaties, for such a belief'. Sobering and clear-headed (with 
an intro by Jeremy Corbyn).

DARK TALES 

In the 1950s all the darkness was supposed to have been washed out of Anglo- 
American comics. American publishers inaugurated the self-regulatory Comic 
Code Authority to make sure everything that went out to the news-stands was 
whiter than WASP. British publishing had legislation imposed on it by its elders 
and betters, in the form of the Harmful Publications Act. Both are still in force. 
I suppose I could say that Darryl Cunningham’s dark comics are bang up to date, 
tuned well into what the first tale terms ‘the dislocating power of the post-modern 
world’. But something about Dark Tales stretches back beyond comics’ whitest 
hour in the 1950s to the crude primeval dawn of madness, revenge, fear, obsession 
and expressionism in Batman. Darryl’s strips don’t look like Batman, early or 
otherwise. Each page is packed with angular black and white figures, topped by 
captions which put their readers inside the heads of a hit man, an artist, a 
prostitute, a media tycoon and various other doomed psychos. Some of the tales 


are linked through via one landscape of intersecting storylines. Others inhabit an 
unnamed Active urban zone. All retain an unflinching grasp on evil. [SE]

* 'It is not unemployment that disfigures society but poverty 
Norman Jope’s anti-copyrighted offering revives a pamphleteer tradition as old 
as the Diggers and Ranters. It’s a departure, for Jope, from his usual literary 
output; it ’ s a call to thought and action, and it ’ s incidentally a cracker— a firework 
written with clarity and conviction and likely to explode in your hands. 

The subject is the government’s “War on the Workshy”, a comprehensive 
investigation into why and how the hardship fund and the guarantee of enough 
money for 1,000 calories a day has been taken away. Economic (and more 
particularly political) reasonings behind the removal of these provisions are 
pulled apart. Jope does not waste time moaning and pleading for that most foolish 
of demands “The Right To Work”. His concern is that those who choose a 
leisured penury rather than the living death of Situations (pretty) Vacant have lost 
that choice. The changes in the law that have brought this about, the travellers and 
their threat to normality, the Moral Crusade and the transformation of worker into 
vassal, Jobplan, Restart and “Actively Seeking Work”— all this and more go 
under the microscope here. The Abolition of Work and the social uselessness of 
most jobs nowadays gets an airing towards the end. 

To us who’ve felt the Tory whip (Back to Basics, beat me, beat me, with a bag 
on my head upon the kitchen table) some far-sighted connections and contradictions 
are exposed; for those who haven’t (there’s 13 million of you Tory-voting shit- 
eaters out there) this little stick of dynamite should blow your brains (and we’re 
talking serious head wounds here). Highly recommended. [B]

But, 
despite the storming megamix, the strips which float shimmering in the brain 
when the comic is put down are three semi-autobiographical pieces: these 
memories of one cute kid and two valued friends long gone are utterly devoid of 
sentiment, polemic and cliche— even the pen line is more definite and sure— are 
a certainty that osmoses from the lines on the page and all the way up the optic 
nerve to where they just aren’t forgotten. [SE]

IT'S NOT SATIN 

The words of the title are the last words spoken by a woman before she’s murdered 
by the protagonist of this story. The narrative begins with an introduction by the 
murderer to a demonic picture of his imaginary friend: “He’s not God but he’s 
not Sattin”. From this point on the narrative is told in the first person, the 
murderer, for whom it’s the story of a beautiful love affair full of adoration, respect 
and fulfilment. Ed Pinsent forsakes his usual fabulous territory for an only slightly 
realer place, inside the mind of a homicidal schizophrenic, where innocence and 
evil mingle freely. The murder’s brutal details are edged out by the lightness of 
the tender caresses and loving dedications which are their real meanings. It’s 
disturbing because there is no resolution, no outside agency, no return to normal 
values where guilt and evil are inextricably drawn together: only the world of the 
schizophrenic. Funny, chilling but not morbid. The comic is drawn in full colour 
but only a black and white version is currently in circulation. [SE]

#9. Maybe this’ll become an underground cult thing amongst independent comics 
fetishists. Brilliantly drawn cartoons, around a story ofa bureaucratic dictatorship 
which controls through music: a 1984 where Big Bro isn’t content to just watch, 
he plays a soundtrack of shit music too. The heroes of the comic, The Resistance, 
















are engaged in broadcasting the ‘old ’ songs like Rat Trap by the Boomtown Rats. 
There’s a vague implication that all of the incentives and incitements to revolt are 
already contained with the lyrics of pop songs. 

The main character is a DJ (realistically arrogant and annoymg) whose 
rebellion is based round his pirate shows and who wants to “put the world back 
the way it was’ ’ (to a world that inspires songs like Rat Trap?!) There’s a sub-plot 
too which is even better than The Jock, alluding to the idea that sexual repression 
is intimately linked to social control. [RP]

The 
argument is forcefully made, with an academically credible panoply of references 
which unfortunately can’t be traced, because the bibliography of the book from 
which this is taken is not included. The second part. Subvert Yr School, is a list 
of more-or-less wacky suggestions for cultural revolution in the classrooms. Here 
is one of the silliest: “6. Limit each teacher to three declarative sentences per 
class, and fifteen interrogatives ’ ’. Not much here to gladden the heart of John 
Patten, I’d have thought, and that’s all to the good. [SC]

LEE BUTLER 

This is satire. Butler uses comedy and realism to strip away at the surface of class 
politics and lay out the distinctions that divide English life, dealing with the kinds 
of characters, plots and fictions that permeate English reality. It’s all here, social 
pain and strain, real qualities misrecognized: when Lee Butler discovers Galileo 
and does extra-mural work, he’s treated as disturbance by the teachers and told 
to stop learning by his dad. Gradually something gruelling and compelling is 
being built here by Peter Rigg and Paul Schroeder, with more skill than I can think 
of used anywhere in the small press— or in the not so small press. If it falls down 
a little in places, it’s in slightly scrappy lay-outs, occasionally sketchy or 
misplaced figures and word balloons. But you won’t notice because of the 
strength of the story. If he was making almost any other kind of cultural product, 
Peter Rigg would be internationally feted, festooned with awards and universally 
loathed by the upper classes; instead he’s doing comics which only get praised 
to high heaven by marginal scum like me.

From the first page you’re thrown headlong into the chaotic darkness of ‘life’ in a futurist environment: the Third World blockades all oil and petrol supplies 
to the decadent West. Coupled with a breakdown in water supplies, this prefaces epidemic, panic and insurrection in the urban centres of a Brave New 
England Hypocrite televangelists preach calm and obedience as all around a diseased society bums to the ground. 

City Death is fast and furious but does not lose depth through this. We are invited into the minds of serial killers, industry executives artiste, 
broadcasters, kamikaze revolutionists, joy riders and the confused anti-hero, riot policeman Barrett, wandering through the carnage he has hel^d to 
create.

I’ve got to be honest, I didn’t much like this book. The idea is that a gang of crack 
thieves accidentally escape with a case of bomb grade 'riemanium' in addition 
to the jewels they set out to steal. They dump the stuff on a back road where it 
is found by a college student who just happens to be a member of the local anti¬ 
war groups. This all takes place in a 2007 AD where the US is doing the 'Nam 
down Mexico way, Oakland is in revolt and declaring independence, there are 
island prisons that have become high-tech world powers and there are south/ 
central american countries that no other nations know about. We follow ALL the 
main characters (the students, the radicals, the police, the detectives, the crook, 
even the crook’s girlfriend) through a sadly unbelievable world. Society appears 
to have been reborn as the early seventies only with more computers. 

It is not the plot that really turned me off but the style. The writing shoots from 
sections that read like one of Peter Cave’s classic pulp biker novels to long, long 
areas that are no more than political philosophy of the most jargonistic kind. 

Coupled with a seeming obsession with what everybody eats and the music they 
listen to, one feels that the novel is about the author’s personal taste more than 
anything else. I won’t spoil it for you by telling you the ending (that wouldn’t spoil 
it at all).

Author Peter Mackie spent his early teenage years in a psychiatric 
hospital where he started writing music and poetry. Madhouse was 
written at age 17 and relates, in first person narrative, the story of a 
teenager sectioned to a psychiatric institution against his will. It tells 
of love, the yearning for companionship, daydreams, fears, repressed 
energies, a body contained and an imagination simultaneously free- 
falling, imploding and striking outward. An excerpt: 

“...for ages I couldn't get those guilty feelings out of my head. The 
whole village, or even the whole world, knows about me being in a 
mental hospital—my parents have written to the papers and now 
everyone knows that Tony Whitfield is the most abnormal inhuman 
psychopathic lunatic that the world had ever known.

Ah well, so it goes, and we don’t care about 
hurting your feelings and will stare and penetrate you with unnatural 
incestuous black magic evil eyes. And at times when these feelings 
were at their strongest, I would shout out loud and scream. ” 
Madhouse is also beautifully illustrated by A. Maccini, Ferenc Aszmann, 
John McCook and the author himself.

PHILOSOPHICAL NOTEBOOKS I (PHILOSOPHICAL 
EXPLORATIONS) — Ulrich Verster 

The first thing I noticed about this book was that it was published by 
an obvious vanity press—“Academic Publications" of Oxford, indeed! 

This lends it, at least to me, considerably less dignity than if it had been 
honestly self-published. There are many good and worthy reasons for 
self-publishing, and great writers have done it, Blake and Whitman 
amongst others, but there are none for vanity publishing, which 
attempts to endow a book with spurious and unearned credibility. The 
second thing I noticed was that the cover design resembles those of 
academic textbooks, an impression that was immediately spoiled 
when I opened the book and found it was still in typescript. The third 
thing was the conspicuous absence of biographical information about 
the author, either on the book or on the accompanying press release. 

Either Verster is unconscionably modest or he lacks any academic 
credentials. So, my suspicions thoroughly aroused, I plunged headlong 
into the text. 

Some of the book is written in numbered paragraphs, like those of Wittgenstein. It also contains paeans to philosophy like those of Nietzsche. But 
the author is, in fact, neither Wittgenstein nor Nietzsche. The/author/writes/a/lot/like/this, and (some)times like (this), apparently because the ideas he’s 
grappling with are too deep and complex to be expressed in straightforward prose. He also makes up words—“mediatic/ization’’ is particularly opaque 
in meaning. And what’s it all about? Everything and nothing, really. Verster flits around like a dizzy bat from one huge concept to another (the social role 
of the artist, cultural definitions of gender, media representations) without saying anything interesting, or even coherent, about any of them. There’s more 
incisive philosophical exploration in a Freak Brothers comic. And more laughs. Maybe I’m horribly misjudging the greatest thinker of our age, in which 
case I’ll look stupid in 50 years time. But I doubt it. This is evidently Verster’s 12th book, but I won’t be putting the other 11 on my Christmas list. [SC]

THE ROMANCE OF THE AMERICAN LIVING ROOM — A novel by Peter Plate 

Plate’s new novel is, as with all his work, vividly political and vibrantly poetic. It is a tale told at the interstices of sex, the possibilities of integrity between 
friends, lovers and enemies, and of authority and rebellion. He plunges into intense close focus on the lives of his characters; grating descriptions of skin 
textures up against their fears and desires, and pans out again with descriptions of the San Francisco cityscape. The city that waits to fall into the sea 
is awash with the precious detritus of the twentieth century, staggering winos, burnt-out cop cars, the confusing warmth of the bed. Distant memories 
interlace with moments of blind flight and the flavour of the breeze at the furthest comer of the city colours the sunlight describing the flexing contours 
of the protagonists. 

The Romance Of The American Living Room is constructed with the most viscid interconnections; as the mechanisms of government infiltrate the 
bedrooms of the city by ordinance every nuance of physicality reveals its politics. And these politics aren’t the hectoring voices we are used to but the 
subtle shiftings of an incredible but familiar engrenage that involves bus journeys, pigeons, laws, stomachs, abandoned streets, the smashing of windows, 
interrogations, AIDS, sea-water... This is a novel that changes from almost hallucinatory urgency to great stillness with the turn of the page but that never 
lets up in intensity.

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SURPLUS POPULATION — by William Cobbett 

Originally published in 1831, this scarcely qualifies as cutting-edge 
radicalism, but nevertheless has a certain resonance today. This reprint 
of the revised version of 1834 is produced by Pelagian Press of Leeds, 
"publishers of obscure, neglected and refractory writings”, and comes 
complete with a useful preface, introduction, notes and bibliography. The 
text itself is a short comic play written by Cobbett, a willful and eccentric 
arrti-radical-cum-radical journalist, to decry Malthusianism and the recently- 
passed Poor Law. England atthistime was a bitterly divided country, going 
through immense ructions as the peasantry was steadily immiserized by 
enclosure and developments in agricultural technology that robbed 
thousands of their livelihoods. In the cities, the Industrial Revolution was 
gathering momentum and the nascent proletariat were swarming from the 
countryside that could no longer support them into what were beginning 
to be known as “the slums". The Luddites and the Peterloo massacre were 
recent memories, and the 1830s saw the Swing riots, the start of Chartism 
and the Tolpuddle martyrs. Surplus Population was the chillingly utilitarian 
term coined by Thomas Malthus to describe the phenomenon we know 
today as "unemployment". Think about the implications of that. Are there 
not enough jobs for the people or too many people for the jobs? Do the poor 
have a right to exist? Cobbett stood for a “Merrie England" traditionalist 
view of the dignity and time-hallowed rights of the honest yeomanry, and 
against both the callous self-serving utilitarianism of the ruling classes and 
the naive faith in progress espoused by the early socialists. In this he is 
reminiscent of other maverick lefties— John Ruskin and William Morris 
both spring to mind. 

Right-on though it undoubtedly is, Surplus Population is no great 
shakes as a play. It is filled with cardboard stock characters—the 
lecherous greedy landowner, the fawning parasitic philosopher, the rosy- 
cheeked peasant lass and so on—who act as mouthpieces for stilted 
dialogue which reduces class conflict to the level of pantomime. But after 
all, this was agitprop designed for an unsophisticated audience. The play 
was apparently banned from public performance in a number of places, 
which led Cobbett to circulate it in pamphlet form. One minor criticism: the 
Dramatis Personae should be at the front of the pamphlet, not the back.

TELEVISIONARIES — The Red Army Faction Story 1963-1993 

The “revised and updated" version of an article that appeared in (that 
grand daddy of zines) Vague #20. More than you ever wanted to know 
about Western Europe’s favourite ‘urban guerrilla’ outfit. A blow by blow 
(day by day, bomb by bomb) chronological account of the development 
and activities of the RAF and associated groups— June 2 Movement, 
Revolutionary Cells. Starting with Kommune 1 and anti-war protests in '67, 
the book documents escalating state repression and the consequent 
decision to “arm ourselves". From the arson attacks of early '68, to 
obtaining the first weapons from neo-nazis, to the springing of the first 
prisoners, through bank raids to training with the Palestinians, to 
assassinations, kidnaps and hijacks. Parallel to all this the state response 
of incarceration, show-trial, judicial torture and murder, and fighting back 
from within prison walls. An abundance of facts (and photos and graphics, 
including a reprint of 'The Concept of the Urban Guerrilla’) and figures are 
left to speak for themselves, for better or worse. There’s little to no analysis 
of any kind or interpretation of pros and cons beyond Andreas Baader 
looking “cool" as he’s carried bleeding and under arrest from a shoot-out 
with the police, and the vague endorsement of the frontispiece’s "Well, it’s 
better than bottling it up". Still the best "history" available in one book (as 
it's really just the info from four or five other books ripped off), and all the 
agonising about the virtues of terrorism is left up to you. Televisionaries 
also covers the Socialist Patients Collective ("The system has made us 
sick. Let us strike the death blow to the sick system!"), and, as a 
postscript, the "euro-terrorism” of the Red Brigades (Italy), Action Directe 
(France), CCC (Belgium), and others. "I was fed up listening to rock 
bands going on about how dangerous they were, when they weren’t in the 
least bit dangerous. I’m a lot more interested in people who have actually 
done something for real". (Tom Vague, in Flatland #6). [J]

Before I say anything about this book, I’ll pre-empt any accusations of 
bias by pointing out that one of the editors of ByPass helped put it 
together. But hey, it was none of this reviewer’s doing, and I just know 
you're still gonna believe in my impeccable impartiality when I say that 
this is good stuff. Test Card F is about the pernicious effects of the 
media, TV in particular, and especially those twin bugbears of all 
mentally-active victims of information overload, news and advertising. 
It benefits from being bang up-to-date, well-researched and referenced, 
packed with sharp graphics and typography and a shitload of gleefully 
ripped-off illustrations. Ideologically speaking, Test Card F comes 
straight out of the Situationist camp (detoumed comic strips, witty 
slogans and all) via Baudrillard and the post-structuralists, which, by 
and large, endears me to it. Of course, drinking too deeply at the well 
of Baudrillardean theorizing about simulacra and the death of reality 
may lead one into folly: “James Bulger Was Murdered By Cameras" 
(p.47). Erm, ’fraid not, he was murdered by two vicious little sods 
tossing bricks on his head. But compare the above quotation with the 
following, taken from Baudrillard’s In The Shadow Of The Silent 
Majorities: “Terrorism is not violent in itself, only the spectacle it 
unleashes is truly violent". Easy to say when it’s not your ass getting 
blown up. I can’t sympathize with this kind of reflexive blaming of the 
messenger—despite the media, in spite of the Spectacle, there really 
is a real world out there, in which real events occur and real people 
suffer. Just because the media report these happenings, whether 
misleadingly or not, doesn’t mean they don’t exist. Even the Sun can't 
help printing some of the truth once in a while! To pretend otherwise isn’t 
radical or deconstructionist, it’s just nihilism. 

[for a good deflating of Baudrillard, I recommend Robert Hughes’ 
review of America, published in his collected essays, Nothing If Not 
Critical (Harper Collins, 1990)]. 

These reservations aside, Test Card F has plenty going for it—it’s lively, 
impassioned and well-written, and it contains a lot of hard data about the 
psychological effects of TV viewing with which to substantiate its 
claims. If you like Baudrillard more than me, you’ll probably love this 
book, rf you enjoy Situationist-style cultural critique, you’ll love it too. If 
you fall into neither of these categories, but you are at least a media- 
despising lefty, you’ll find it a good read. [SC]

Lots of variety here: radioactive madness at Thorp, 10 things everyone should 
know about marijuana, the “Bolitical Prattlefield” Guxtaposed news-cuttings 
demonstrating the absurdity of national politics), RDF and Consolidated lyrics, 
the politics of chocolate, poetry, recipes, and the final part of a cartoon strip 
featuring sentient dole cheques.

Ska? Oil? The music pages coverage is eclectic, spanning two decades of sounds that skins have

An impressively weighty and hand¬ 
some book from those fine people 
behind Impulse fanzine. Upon close 
scrutiny Death in June as a band 
can often seem to be shrouded in a 
mass of contradictions so it is per¬ 
haps inevitable that a volume such 
as this should shoot itself in the foot 
at times. The author himself seems 
to agree that the symbolism of the 
lyrics and imagery which surround 
Death in June are at their strongest 
when interpretation is left to the 
individual. So, I wonder, can page 
after page obsessive analysis of 
what Death in June may or may not 
be trying to say really be justified? 
Well okay, it is interesting up to a 
point but I fear that Robert’s analyt¬ 
ical monologue strays occasionally 
into self parody. Some rather shaky 
grammar during certain passages 
doesn’t aid his cause greatly either. 

However, on the positive side. 
Death in June are a criminally under¬ 
rated band about whom precious lit¬ 
tle has been written and Robert has 
done well to fill a gap with this book 
which despite its shortcomings is 
clearly the result of much painstaking 


research. The cover price will no 
doubt alienate the casual buyer but 
then so what? Death in June - 
Misery and Purity is beautifully pro¬ 
duced and a mostly compelling read 
which I would recommend to anyone 
with an interest in this totally fucking 
astounding band.

Along with the cessation of all 
work for the master for one month 
Benbow suggests a congress (work¬ 
ers’ soviet?) of the productive class¬ 
es to determine by census who 
owns what - so that it might be 
more equitably distributed - and to 
divest all local and central govern¬ 
ments of power and finances. An 
extensive introduction locates the 
piece historically and hints at likely 
modem day applications though I’m 
sure today’s zero-worker will be 
inspired to devise many more oppo¬ 
sitional possibilities from its propo¬ 
sitions. And just in case some peo¬ 
ple might not know what to do on 
the Holiday, some of Benbow’s 
erotic publications (for which he 
was prosecuted) are also repro¬ 
duced.

But 
he’s up against the Big Money sunk 
into Desertville’s convalescent 
home industry, a district attorney 
who hires a drop-out theologian to 
investigate, and a sadistic Police 
Chief. He’s also up against Death - 
a grim reaper dressed in elegantly 
cut Italian dinner jacket and driving 
a red sports car. And Death has a 
bad temper. 

This is a novel that’s as hot as 
you can get on the printed page 
without it bursting into flames. 
Forget Pulp Fiction; this beat my 
brain to a sloppy mess. The writing 
makes every word count and it’s 
gorgeously typeset to boot.

The main 
feature here is an obsessively in- 
depth report on gory mishaps at the 
zoo - hands bitten off, children 
maimed, keepers mauled, rampant 
elephants and angry polar bears... 
Earler MCBF threads are picked up 
again with a lag article on the 
Lindbergh baby kidnapping and a 
Mormon update, together with an 
overview of ‘The Journal of 
Forensic Sciences’ (an academic 
journal which has included an arti¬ 
cle on “Autoerotic Fatalities with 
Power Hydraulics”, among other 
oddities), and reviews of the edi¬ 
tor’s recent reading matter. This is a 
quite unique zine, and is well worth

You have now been warned! This 
selection of writing from the mid¬ 
eighties onwards features on its 
front cover the ominous image of 
the author invoking what we now 
understand to be the hidden forces 
of deception. Titled ‘Neoist 
Alliance llolbom Working’ (an 
obvious allusion to the work of cer¬ 
tain notorious occultists) this photo¬ 
graph refers to a dawn ritual con¬ 
ducted by the Neoist Alliance out¬ 
side the Masonic Grand Lodge in 
July 1994, but Home’s defiant pose, 
looking down on us with two arms 
raised to the side and front, bent at 
the elbows and hands pointing 
straight into outer space, also sug¬ 
gest sinister contradictions . The 
book appears to contain critiques 
and assessments of Fluxus, Neoism, 
Plagiarism and the Art Strike , also 
deals with contemporary avant- 
garde manifestations like the 
London Psychogeographical 
Association and the K Foundation, 
manifestos and texts from Smile 
magazine and more recent writing 
on subjects as diverse as smashing 
the literary establishment, levitating 
buildings and the capture of Carlos 
the Jackal. However, Home’s con¬ 
cern with the historical and cultural 


processes of legitimation actually 
indicates what we identify as a 
deeper, more abstruse agenda 
embedded in the various texts. 
Home’s comment from an interview 
with him in the appendices that 
there can be many different levels 
to his writing cannot be taken too 
lightly. This is a subtle demonstra¬ 
tion of how power functions as cir¬ 
cles within circles, always escaping 
our grasp as we attempt to harness 
its vast potentials (unless of course 
we have been initiated into the 
higher echelons of groups like the 
Neoist Alliance (or so the story 
goes)). So how can we react to the 
New Dawn the book claims to her¬ 
ald, to Home’s declaration that the 
realisation and suppression of 
freemasonry will re-establish social 
disintegration at a higher level? 
Does Home play an elaborate game 
of symbol manipulation leading the 
reader through endless labyrinths of 
meaning? Is Home really trying to 
drag us into his sordid imagination, 
offering as compensation the com¬ 
plex interaction between reader and 
text? Does Home really want to 
seduce us with confusion, inspiring 
the reader to acts of psychological 
sabotage? Should the publishers 
include a mental health warning 
with this book? LuB

The Saga of the Scroll 

Windy Wilberforce is the saga of a 
scroll (in comic book form), written 
centuries ago by the Abbot Wilfric 
(an earlier identity of the buffoon- 
cum-saviour Windy), and sought 
after by four evil entities - 
Molyneux, a racist, imperialist wolf, 
Antgrim, a polluting capitalist. Dr 
Fengele, a sadistic medic, and a 
bloated pig. Or rather, these four 
fiends only want a part of the scroll. 
They seek to break books into texts, 
words and letters until ultimately 
they mean nothing. Using abstract 
symbols, ragtime jazz and other 
fluid forms of expression. Windy 
and his helpers combat the material¬ 
ist onslaught It’s also funny. The 
wolf rides a Japanese fighter plane 
out of Wacky Races, the insect 
Antgrim drives a screw fronted 
“mole” craft that looks just fabby. 
The expressions on Windy’s globu¬ 
lar, buffoons head are funny even at 
the darkest moments as only fanati¬ 
cal cartoon characters’ expressions 
can be. On page 77 he returns from 
death, armed with a fiery sword, his 
eyebrows resolute and his cabbage- 
cheeks swollen with vengeful deter¬ 
mination. And when the bishop of 
Cirencester turns up with the words 
“Fear not, young ‘un!”, startled 
Windy’s pompous top hat flies off 
like a rocket - in a Laurel and 
Hardy film it would be accompa¬ 
nied by a fast rising peep on a whis¬ 
tle. Ed varies his lines to symbolic 
ends with great versatility. Fragile 
rendering on page one portrays the 
abbott’s diligent air of study and 
gentle reflection; thick ugly strokes 
etch the hallucinatory tortures on 
pages 52-3. Even finer is the con¬ 
trast between the wolf’s jagged out¬ 
lines and the simple soft curves of 
the other animals, all within chapter 
two’s light climate of sedate hatch¬ 
ing.
